sylvania Game commission has its 
way. 
The commission today predicted 
th a t between 50,000 and 55,000 foxes 
will be trapped this w inter in the 
state, but urged more strenuous ef­ 
forts to reduce the fox population 
since "only the surface of the prob­ 
lem is being scratched a t present." 
The all-tim e record fox catch was 
45,624 last year, w ith bounty paid 
from June I through December 31 
on 9,708 gray foxes and 14,579 red 
foxes, 
the 
commission 
reported. 
Game protectors accounted for an­ 
other 889 red foxes and 577 gray 
foxes. 
Other Bounties Paid 
I t also reported bounty paid on 
5,772 
weasels, 
1,007 
great-horned 
owls and 50 goshawks. Total boun­ 
ties in the period totalled $107,048, 
compared with $81,262 in the same 
months of 1945, it said. 
Two wildcats were bagged by the 
game protectors predator 
cdntrol, 
the report added, as were 1.342 un­ 
protected hawks, 28 great-horned 
owls, 7,652 crows, 1,956 stray house 
cats and 2,363 other species such 
as snakes, porcupines, etc.

’Die London c o n fe r e n c e of th e B i? 
Four deputy fo re st! m in isters (A m ­ 
erican, B ritish, R ussian and F ren ch ) 
has before it a projiosal th a t all 
Allied occupation troops be w ith ­ 
draw n from A ustria w ithin n in e ty 
days of th e signing of th e A ustrian 
peace treaty . 
B ritish sources saki tile suggestion 


was sponsored by two W estern pow­ 
ers. Tile two w eren't nam ed, but 
presum ably th ey were the U nited 
S tate s and B ritain . And the R ussian 
delegate d id n ’t oppose the idea. 
P otentially th a t’s a highly im iber­ 
ia n t developm ent. Not onlv is Aus­ 
tria being crushed by the burden of 
occupation, but Its future sovereign­ 
ty is involved.

, C e n . C lark T h ere 
O ne of th e delegates to the London 
conference—w hich is preparing d raft 
treaties for A ustria and G erm any - 
is Uncle S am 's G eneral M ark C lark 
who until recently was com am nder 
of the A m erican occupation force In 
A ustria, He is to take over the com ­ 
m and of th e U. S. Sixth Army In 
this co u n try but now is serving as 
deputy In the prep aratio n of the 
A ustrian treaty. 
I had a long conversation w ith th e 
general in V ienna ten m onths ago, 
and w hile he was not talking for d i­ 
rect quotation It 
is 
perm itted to 
say th a t I cam e aw ay w ith th e d is­ 
tin c t im pression th a t he would like 
to see all th e Allied forces of occupa­ 
tion w ithdraw n by th e au tu m n of 
1946 and th e ad m in istratio n tu rn ed 
over to th e A ustrian governm ent.
